The Federal Court House 
in Galveston is the subject of 
the first in a new soles of 
multi-color postal cards with 
the 
theme 
of 
historic 
preservation. The size of the 
card is 3V* by 5>4 inches, and 
there will be a limited 
quantity printed. 


Postm aster 
General 
Benjamin F. Bailar will 
conduct the first day of issue 
ceremony for the 9-cent 
postal card at the Federal 
Court House in Galveston on 
July 20. 


The Court House, com­ 
pleted in 1861, was the first 
Federal Building erected in 
Texas for Civil purposes. It 
was originally authorized to 
serve as a customs house, 
post office, and court house 
simultaneously, and was 
probably occupied by the 
first United States District 
Judge for Texas just before 
he fled to the Union as the 
Confederacy took over. 


Over 
the 
years, 
the 
building has survived Civil 
War damage, great fires and 
storms and three threatened 
abandonments. After careful 
restoration, it was returned 
to service and dedicated in 
1967. It is on the National 
Register of Historic Places 
and, in October, 1974, was 
commemorated 
as 
a 


Historic Customhouse. 
For those who are unable 
to attend, requests for first 
day cancellations should be 
addressed to “Galveston 
Postal Card, Postmaster, 
Galveston, TX 77550”. Do not 
send cash. Personal checks 
will be accepted for orders 
up to the limit of 200 cards.
